‘Green, the comedian 
in the part of Bubble, in Green's Tu quoque, or the 
City Gallant, written by John Cooke, is looking out 
from the drapery of a tent with a label out of his 
mouth of Tu quoque—to you Sir! The play was orig- 
inally called the City Gallant, but the inimitable act- 
ing of Green,in the part of Bubble, caused the author 
to give it the first title out ofcompliment.
